Fun Facts

45 anglers reported a total of 117 fishing trips

81% of trips were from boats, 9% from shore, and 5% each from piers
Anglers reported 3 trips on average—one angler reported data from 24 trips!
The largest fish submitted was 46 %4 inches

e Data submitted by cooperating anglers, combined with data collected by fisheries
scientists, is used to characterize the size and age composition of recreational
harvest and releases

e Size composition of the catch is used to help determine minimum and maximum
size regulations

friends and family who fish about the survey!

What we still need:
e Data from trips and catch on the Atlantic Coast
e Data from trips and catch on the Susquehanna Flats

e Be sure to provide the length and fate (kept or released) of each fish so your data
can be used in fisheries management analyses
